NCOA will work in partnership with Temple University Center for 
Intergenerational Learning (CIL) to fund six to eight local Family Friends grants.  The 
grants will be approximately $70,000 to provide training, technical assistance, and 
guidance to new project staff; design and test an expansion of the Family Friends model 
that uses senior volunteers to assist at-risk youth; evaluate the program’s impact on 
Family Friends participants; and gather ongoing feedback from the new projects that will 
help in refining NCFF technical assistance and training activities to better meet the 
needs of the new grantees.
